the health department. 


People need to be taught that what 


they eat, drink and breathe has an in> 
portant relation to their health and hap- 
piness, and to maintain human existence 
in its highest state requires pure air, 
pure water and pure food, and these sup- 
plemented by a pure soil. As purity of 
air is first in importance, the best system 
of heating and ventilation should be ap- 
plied to all public and private buildings. • 
A good plumbing law is one of tho most 
effective bteps in sanitary progress that 
the city can possibly have. Mr. Cook 
quotes from the New Jersey board of 
health: "ilostof our cities are still far 
behind in the details of approved sani- 
tary administration, and in these finan- 
cial provisions, therefore, which are nec- 
essary for tho health of tho people. In 
tho work of sanitary inspection and ad- 
vice, and in the general oversight of tho 
people, we find afield of operation which 
might bo largely extended to the great 
advantage of our citizens."—Tho Sani- 
tary News. 


Tobacco Used in Europe. 


Tin.1 tut.il tobacco consumption of Eu- 


rope is about 2i pounclsi by each inhab- 
itant. In the Netherlands the proportion 
is a little over 7 pounds to each inhab- 
itant: in Austria-Hungary, 3.8 pounds; in 
Denmark, 3.7 pounds; ir. Switzerland 8.3 
pounds; in Belgium, 3.2 pounds; in Ger- 
many, ;; pounds; in Norway, 2.3 pounds; 
in France, 2.1 pounds; in Sweden, nearly 
3 pounds; in Spain, 1.7 pounds; in Great 
Britain and Ireland, 1.84 pounds; in 
Italy, 1.23 pounds, and in Russia, 1.2 
pounds. In tho United States tho pro- 
portion is said to be greater than that of 
any European country except Holland— 
4i pounds per inhabitant. The largest 
revenues derived from tobacco are those 
of France, Great Britain, Austria-Hun- 
gary, and then Spain and Italy.—TThlands 
'\Vochenscrhift.

ingly proceeded at the rale of live miles 
an hour on thu amusing pursuit, "to tho 
infinite improvement of his business and 
great edification of hundreds of specta- 
tors." 


To characterize the follies of tlio_day 


iUvill be necessary to add to (lie account 
of the walking man another of a hopping 
man, 
who engaged, in December, 1731, 


to hop 500 yards in fifty hops in St. 
James' park. Ho performed tho feat in 
forty-six. 


TRIALS OF SPEED. 


In February, 1770, a bet was laid by a 


noble earl that ho should find a man who 
would ride to Edinburgh and back again 
to London in less time than another 
noble carl should make a million dots in 
the most expeditious manner he could 
contrive. 


In September, 1789, a Col. Ross set out 


from London for York, on a wager with 
a Mr. Pigot of 800 guineas that he 
reached his destination in forty-eight

Tho Earl of March, on laying a bet 


that ho would cause a iiu.,^a^0 (o uc <ijs 
patchcd a certain distance quicker than 
any horse could convoy it, won his wager 
by inclosing tho mes>,asM in a cricket 
ball, which was thrown from hand to 
hand by relays of pi-0l'c;,siomil cricket- 
ers.

Here not only the 
feepers of small hotels and restaurants, 
jut the cooks of many ladies belonging 
o the second class official world, come 
So buy cold meats, pastry, sweetmeats, 
wines and caudles. There is one sort of 
Tokay which can only be bought from 
he court servants, as none is made ex- 
cept for the emperor, and it is to be pre- 
umed that the uncorked bottles of 
ihampagne and other fine wines are 
generally sold by the dozen, and they 
must form a very substantial perquisite.

Cars for the Dead. * 


The Brill car works at Thirty-first and 


Chestnut streets, Philadelphia, nave just 
nished three street cars designed to 
Taneport the dead in Buenos Ayres. The 
ars are unique in construction and are 
10 first of the kind made in this coun- 


try. They are first, second and third 
lass, the first being designed to carry 
is body of a wealthy individual, the 
ast the corpse of a pauper. The first 
lass car is very handsome. The body is 
rich black, toned with purple,with pas- 
on flowers painted on the sides. 
The 


windows are of French plate glass. The 
seats, folding up against the sides, are 
upholstered in black blush, and the win- 
dow curtains are black cloth trimmed 
with gold bullion. 


In the forward eud of the car is an 


altar, with silver cross and candelabra, 
while on either side the altar are 
cathedral purple stained glass windows, 
The interior of the car is finished in 
white and gold. 
The metal work is 


nickel plated and handsome in design. 
On tho top nine large sable plumes are 
placed. The other cars are much simpler 
and plainer in design, and the third clan 
car has merely a row of shelves for the 
coffins. These cars aro intended to run 
on the street car tracks in Buenos Ayres, 
and will be switched off on a side track- 
nearest the house of the dead person. 
The body is carried on a bier to the car, 
placed inside, the mourners seat them- 
selves around, horses aro attached, and 
the car proceeds on its way to the ceme- 
rprv —Philadelphia Times.
